newspapers rn the State. 
Ile was a mem - 
ber of the Assembly In 1SG3, 'GI, GG and 
’G9, and is now serving his third term &9 
Chief Clerk of the Senate. 
For four or 
five years he was the compiler of the Blue 
Book, and was the first to give it its pres­ 
ent value as a work of reference concern­ 
ing historical, biographical, and statistics1 
information pertain mg to Wisconsin. 
Ile 
may be properly called the lather of the 
Legislative Manual. 
Ile is forty three 
years old, and as a statistician, he has bard* 
ly 
an 
equal 
in 
the 
Slate; 
and as 
regards stale affairs, it is sate* to say that 
none are better informed th am he. 
He has 
the industry mid the 
ability to make a 
useful Railway Crm m intoner, aud one 
may be assured that his reports will con­ 
tain more valuable inhumation regarding 
railways aud their management, than any 
report published in this blate. The un an ­ 
imity with which the appointment was 
confirmed, shows how highly he is es­ 
teemed by the Senate. 
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OUR PO BUC SCHOOLS. 
The annual report of the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction will soon be issued 
from the press, aud will contain many in­ 
teresting tacts relative to the public schools 
of this State. 
We are glad to note that 
Superintendent W hitford is opposed to the 
Madison School book scheme. The scheme 
is uot one which will benefit parents and 
teachers. 
It is one which is designed to 
benefit a few persons at Madison who ex­ 
pect to get a “ fat jo b ” should the bill be­ 
come a law. 
The scheme smacks so much 
of a private enterprise, that its passage 
through both houses of the Legislature is 
impossible. 
Concerning 
the text-book 
problem, the Superintendent says: 


In our existing text* boot lawe is to be found 
substantially all that is needed for the prompt 
removal of whatever grounds of ju st com plaint 
yet rem ain respecting the cost, th e unnecessary 
changes, and the want of uniform ity of te x t­ 
book a. 
Section 53 of the school code makes it the dnty 
of every district board to select and adopt a list 
of books to be used in each branch of study pur­ 
sued in the school under their care, and forbids 
any chA g e of books w ithin a period of three years 
after adoption. 
Chapter SIS, of the general laws of 1875, author­ 
izes districts, towns, villages, and cities, to pur­ 
chase text-books. to be the property of the d is­ 
tric t, tow n, etc., so purchasing, and to be loaned 
to pupils or otherw ise furnished to them under 
• ach conditions and regulations as the school au 
tio ritie s may prescribe. 
TbeSupvnoieuJeut says that the ad van 
tages of free text-books guaranteed by the 
law are now becoming more widely known 
•od better appreciated, and are exerting an 
influence in lessening the cost of school 
books. 
For this read rn no new law is 
needcJ, especially not a law so uojuat, ty­ 
rannical and iuiquit ms, as the bill which 
bears a lie upon its taco—“ To cheapen the 
cost ct supporting the common schools of 
the State.'* 
The recommendations of the 
Superintendent a reas follows: 
I can recommend no change in, or addition to, 
existing text book legislation, likely to be of any 
advantage, eave perhaps the lengthening to five 
year* of the period during which no cnange In 
text-books is allowed after a list has been adopt­ 
ed. Several Intelligent county superintendents 
who are fully sensible of the advantages of the 
plan of district purchase, advise that this plan be 
made mandatory by law instead of perm issive, 
that every d istrict be required not only to adopt 
• list of books, but to purchase and keep on 
hand a supply sufficient for the constant need* 
of the school, the books being furnished to 
pupils free or otherw ise, as the electors may d e ­ 
termine. 
According to the report there are 5,3*20 
school houses in the {Stale, which have a 
•eating capacity of 343,944, aud during the 
year 1877, the school 
attendance was 
291,270. The whole num ber of districts in 
the Stale is 5,504. The number of children 
reported between the ages of 4 and 20, is 
given at 478.388, which shows that there 
were 137,000 children who did not attend 
school dutiug the year. This fact induce^ 
the Superintendent to favor a system of 
compulsory education. The schools gave 
employment to 0,371 teachers during the 
past year, aud the average wages per month 
of male teachers was $40.43, aud of ternate 
teachers, $20.35 


THE "RETURNING BOARD. 
The indictment and the arrest of the 
L)uisiana Returning Board, is a m atter of 
so much importance that it was discussed 
in a Cabinet meeting yesterday. OI course 
nothing could be done for any individual 
member of the Board, and the Cabinet de. 
cided that the Federal Government had no 
power or authority to step between them 
and toe State courts. 
The members of the 
Board are charged 
with perjury and 
w ith making false returns when canvassing 
the vote tor President in 1870. 
W hether 
they will be convicted or not, is not abso­ 
lutely certain, but considering the bitter 
prejudice against them, there are chances 
thai they may he found guilty. 
Wells is 
probably in Washington by this time, and 
will lay the matter before the President. 
He seeks the protection of the Govern­ 
ment, and even demands that the P resi­ 
dent shall stye him trom the hands of his 
enem.es in Louisiana. 
Ile not only goes 
this lar, but he threatens that 
if Mr. 
Hayes does 
not 
give 
him 
protec 
lion, 
will turn Slate a evidence against 
General Garfield, Secretary Sherm»n, sea 
a tor Matthews, and other members of the 
Republican Committee who went lo New 


Orleans in behalf of Hayes, to see that the 
count was correctly made. 
Although it is 
reported that Wells has made these threats, 
yet the report must be received with a 
good deal of allowance. 
Every one who 
closely observed the proceedings of the Re­ 
publican Committee during the electoral 
contest in Louisiana, knows that there can 
be 
no truth 
in 
the statement 
that 
they acted otherwise than 
honorable, j 
and that no undue influence was sought to 
be exerted oyer the Returning Board by 
the Committee, to induce the Board to give 
the electoral vote to Hayes. 
If J. Madison Wells aod the other mem- 
hers of the Board are innocent, and are 
tried by a ju ry which is not packed, ot . 
course they need not fear a conviction- 
Counsel of acknowledged ability will be 
employed to defend them, and as the trial 
will 
be 
public, 
aud 
the 
pro­ 
ceedings 
phonographically 
reported, 
there is hardly a probability that a court 
and jury would dare to convict them against 
law and evidence, 
lf the Board are inno­ 
cent of any crim e in making the returns, 
and they declare they are, it is with bad 
grace that they threaten to turn State’s ev­ 
idence and thus attem pt to disgrace the 
Republican Committee. 
If Wells and his 
friends have any disclosures to make let 
them make them on the trial, no m atter 
wk im they implicate,whether a Secretary oi 
the Treasury, a United States Senator or a 
Member of Congress. 
The Republican 
party is as much interested as the Demo­ 
cratic party in knowing the whole truth 
regarding the Louisiana Returning Board

If they arc guilty, the country should ! 
know it; if the charge brought against j 
them is the fruit of Democratic hale, the 
country should know that, also.

Col. J . A. W atrous, of Fond ilu Lac» 
contributes to the A ppeal the foliowiug in 
tore-ting biographical notices of the m en 
who have been L ieutenant-G o Vera ors of 
Wisconsin 
W isconsin's Lieutenant-G overnors con­ 
stitute a groups of some interest, to Badg­ 
ers anyw ay. Jo h n K Holme?, who locat­ 
ed at Jefferson ia 184J, and who wan a 
m em ber of the T erritorial Council in 1847, 
was the 
first Lieutenant-G overnor. 
In 
1852, he wa9 in the Assem bly and bem g a 
law yer of m arked ability, was a valuable 
m em ber ol that body in the early history 
of our existence as a State. 
He went into 
the arm y as quarterm aster ot Col. I t ley's 
regim ent, the 2 2 J ; was m ade a prim m er, 
harshly treated, as were most prisoners, 
and the day atter landing at A nnapolis, ex 
changed, and when w ithin tw o or three 
days of his hom e, died ; and the Dame of 
John E. Homes, W isconsin's first Licuten 
ant-G overnor, is recorded w ith th e thou­ 
sands of brave, self-sacrificing, patriotic 
m en who left hom e, friends, s ciety , com ­ 
forts and safety that they m ight add their 
strength in preventing the downfall of the 
Republic. 
S. W. Beall, the second Lieutenant-G ov­ 
ernor, was an extensive farm er w ho resided 
a t Taycheedah, three and a halt miles 
northeast of Fond du Lac, a place w hich, 
th irty years or m ore ago, was contesting 
w ith Fond du Lac for the county seat. 
G overnor Beall entered the arm y early in 
.1862 as Lieutenant-Coionei ot the ISth 
W isconsin, of which Jam es S. A lban, ot 
Plover, was Colonel. 
A t the battle of S h i­ 
loh Col. Alban was killed and L ieut-C ol. 
Beail 
seriously 
wounded. 
Clapt. G abe 
Bouck, of the Second ltcgim ent, was pro­ 
m oted colonel, a fact w hich very natu ral­ 
ly had som ething to do in causiug the res­ 
ignation of Lieut-C ol. Beall to be sect in. 
In 1867 or 1868 Gov. Beall was appointed 
Surveyor G eneral ,of M ontana. 
Between 
him self and G. M. Flooey, who has cut 
such a prom inent figure in S in Francisco 
the past year, m uch bad blood had come 
to the surface, and resulted iu the latal 
shooting of the G overn r b y Pinney. 
Tim othy Burns, of La Crosse, a farm er, 
served from Jan . 1st, 1852, until Sept. 21st, 
1853. the date ot hts death. 
Jam es T. Lewis, of Colum bus, was elect­ 
ed as a D em ocrat, w ith B arstow , serving 
during the years 18.74 and 1855. 
Mr. Lew­ 
is represented C duinbia county in the A s­ 
sembly in 18.52 
The fall oi that year he 
was elected to the Senate, but served only 
during one session because oi his election 
as Lieutenant. G overnor. 
The la.il o f 186! 
he was elected Secretary of State as a IL 
publican, serving one term . 
T he fall oi 
1863 he was elected G overnor, 
lie has 
been chairm an of several Republican St .ie 
conventions. 
Gov. Lew is is still a re<*jH*ct- 
ed resident of Columbus. 
Judge A rthur M cA rthur was elected 
from M ilw aukee iu 1855, w’lth Coles ISash- 
l'ord, and made a very m uch better Lieu 
tenant G overnor thau Bash lord did G o v ­ 
ernor. 
H e has served as C ircuit Judge in 
the M ilwaukee district. 
Some years ago 
he was appointed by G rant as IV 8 . Dis­ 
tric t Judge for the D istrict of Colum bia. 
H e m arried for his second wife the m d >w 
ot ex-Cong assm an B e n jo in F. H opkins, 
a must estim able woman. 
E. I). Cam pbell, of La Crosse, the sixth, 
defeated Carl Schurz in tim fall of 1857, on 
the occasion of R andall's first election.
